We often consider the debt ridden 
condition of foreign countries and 
pat ourselves on the back because the 
U sited State* is not in the amt boat. 
But if the trend of recent years con­ 
tinues. it won't be long until we are. 
In 1900, the per capita cost of the 
Federal government was $7.29, and 
it increased ten per cent in the next 
IO years. 
In 1931, the per capita 
cost was $54.37 
an increase of 500 
per cent in 15 years. 
According to 
a Treasury estimate, the combined 
d e f ic its of 1931. 1932 and 1933 will 
Increase the Federal debt by the neat 
sum of $3,250,000, bringing the total 
debt to the staggering total of $19,- 
2 10,0 0 0,0 0 0. 
It is a favorite political practice to 
blame all this on the war. 
To a cer­ 
tain extent, that is fair enough. But 
it is likewise true that many depart­ 
ment? of the Federal government 
have proven inept, inefficient and 
wasteful. 
The harm Board has spent 
the greater par* of $500,0011,000 in 
an effort to maintain prices on cer­ 
tain commodities— and has made a 
monumental and predestined failure 
of it. 
Two hundred millions more 
is boing poured into the Boulder Dam. 
The Postoffice is one long deficit. 
The Government operates ships at a 
loss— the Shipping Board appropria­ 
tion in 1930 was $11,194,000. 
And, 
to go back a few years, the Govern­ 
ment sunk $1,000,000,000 while it 
was running the railroads. 
The condition of the states is even 
gloomier— while Federal expenditures 
were increasing 730 per cent be­ 
tween 1903 and 1928, the state? were 
more reckless yet, with a 900 per cent 
Increase. 
Every family in the coun­ 
try is saddled w ith a government debt 
of $1,000! 
The thoughtful citizen will wonder 
if we are not approaching a tax 
crisis— a point beyond which we can­ 
not pay. 
And he is liable to come 
to the conclusion that the progress 
of the country demands government 
retrenchment and economy, not in a 
vague future, but right now.— Ex.
